Coach Jennison, instructor in athletics at Hammond 
High school, was speaking to the ‘Varsity football squad. 
The place was the locker room at the High school gym and the time about 
6:30 p. m., Wednesday, November ?8th. 

On the morrow, Thanksgiving Day, Hammond and Westover were to 
lock horns in the battle which would decide the [ligh school championship 
of the state. Both teams had cleaned up on all the obstacles in their respec- 
tive roads to supremacy, and had done this with comparative ease. Neither 
had been forced to open upon any of their trick plays, both were about evenly 
matched as to weight and experience, and a battle royal was expected. 

That Thanksgiving Day encounter meant a great deal to Tommy Con- 
roy, sub-quarter on Hammond lligh's eleven. For three years now he had 
turned out loyally for the team, but each year had been unsuccessful in ob- 
taining the coveted “H.” In his sophomore year, Reilly, the captain, held 
quarterback position, and though Tommy got into a couple of minor games, 
he failed to get the much desired letter. In his Junior year, with Reilly gone, 
his hopes ran high, only to be shattered when Ryan, a Soph., jumped in and 
beat him out. And now, in his final year, he found himself going into the 
last game with only ten quarters to his credit, and little chance of getting 
in the two more, as Ryan was to play.

At 2:15 on Thanksgiving Day afternoon, the Yellow and Blue clad West- 
over team lead by the Westover High Band, took the field amid the cheers 
of their loyal supporters. Two minutes later, the Hammond team, resplen- 
dent in their Black and Gold jerseys, trotted on to the field lead by Ham- 
mond's splendid band. The Black and Gold stands shook with cheers, and 


every man from Captain Blake to sub-quarter Conroy was cheered. They 
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ran through signal practice, and Captain Blake practiced punting, Ryan, 
Johnson, and Conroy, receiving. Soon the officials arrived and the great 
game was on. 

And a fierce battle it was. At first Hammond seemed utterly helpless in 
their attempts to stop the charges of the heavy Westover backs. Before 
they were aware of it, they were fighting within their fiiteen-yard mark. 
Here they succeeded in holding Westover, however, and, by a lucky stroke, 
they regained their punt in midfield and held the Westover team on even 


terms. 


The two teams fought then in the middle of the field, neither being able 
to make any consistent gains till the end of the quarter. Then Ryan got 
away from the crowd for a beautiful forty-yard run, bringing the ball to 
Westover's ten-yard mark. The Hammond rooters yelled till they were: 
hoarse in their frenzied glee, and "Nine Rahs" for Ryan were given with a 
will. But their joy was soon brought to gloom, for the star quarterback did 
not rise from the ground after he had been tackled. The coach and the 
trainer worked over him all to no avail. & doctor was called from the stands, 
and after a hurried examination, announced that he had broken his leg just 
above the ankle. 


"Well, Conroy, it's up to you," said the coach. "Get in there and use 
your head." 

With a jump Tommy was in there. He tried his best, but the desired 
results were not forthcoming. The team was not used to having this sub 
at the helm, and so their play was somewhat ragged and not up to their usual 
standard. And, thus, though Tommy started with the ball on the ten-yard 
line and first down, his backs failed to make any impression on Westover's 
line, and the ball was lost on downs. Immediately the Westover captain 
kicked out to the middle of the field and the chance was gone. Р 

In the second quarter it was the same way. Hammond's line played 
listless ball and the Westover backs repeatedly made their yards. But, with 
the ball on their twenty-yard mark, the Hammond forwards, in response to 
Tommy's pleadings and the yells from the rooters on the sidelines, succeeded 
in holding their opponents. | 

Then Tommy, with steady line plunges and an occasional end ‘run, 
worked the ball steadily toward Westover's goal. It seemed сегїай 1141 
Hammond would score, when the referee's whistle ended the half. 

The team came back to the gym locker room steaming and begrimed 


with mud. "The coach-and the trainer went the rounds of the men, bandaging 
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cuts, and giving suggestions and pointers as they went. When Coach Jen- 
nison came to Conroy, he bandaged a slight cut on his forehead and merely 
said: 

“Collins starts at quarter next half.” 

Like a blow in the face this news came to ‘Tommy. Surely he had done 
well enough, he thought. Why did the coach want to put in a third string 
man, anyway? And, then, too, Tommy remembered that he was still one 
quarter short of the coveted "IL" As he sized up the situation, it came to 
him that if Collins went in, he would very probably prove inefficient and 
unsatisfactory and Conroy felt that he would surely get back in the game 
again. But, again, the thought came to him, "What if Collins should go in 
there, and, without any knowledge of the strength of his own team or of the 
opponents, should cause Hammond to lose the game?” 

- Here was his problem: Whether he should take a chance of getting into 
the game and of winning his “H” at the expense of losing the game for Ham- 
mond by not telling Collins the situation of the game, or whether he should 

do loyally all in his power to help Hammond to win at the expense of losing 
his “H” by telling Collins all he knew of the strength and weaknesses of the 

Westover team. 

Like a flash all this came to him and in his inner self a bitter conflict 
ensued. His most cherished desire was to win his “H,” but if he gave Collins 
the benefit of his knowledge. of the enemy's weaknesses, Collins would very 

likely finish out the game and he saw no way of fulfilling his ambition. But, 
then too, he realized that he would be jeopardizing Hammond's chances for 
victory if he should let Collins go in there without any knowledge of the 
enemy's strong and weak points, His duty of loyalty came to him also, and, 
as he was trying to come to a decision, the wind wafted to him the strains of 
the Hammond Band and the voices of the rooters singing, 

“Hammond High, to you 

We will e’er be true. 

Hammond High, dear Hammond High.” 

Im a jiffy he was on his feet and seeking Collins. “Eddie,” he said, “you 
are going in there next half. I would have liked to stay. I won't get my 
“H” now, but whatever I can do for old Hammond, I'll do. Listen now, 
Eddie, and ГЇЇ tell you what to do. Go easy on Johnson; he's nearly all in. 
Use Blake through right guard and tackle; they are both pretty well worn 
out. Tell Blake to play close in back of Beecher; he’ pretty near all in and 
the Westover quarter knows it, I guess, because he has been sending the big 
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full through there pretty often. Their secondary defense is rotten, too, 
Eddie. Open up and try some forward passes to Holmes and Davis: they'll 
work two out of three times. And keep ‘em fighting, Eddie. Don't let ‘em 
stop. Just follow what I've told you and you'll come through all right." 

That game is history at Hammond now, but the way that little Eddie 
ran that team is still fondly remembered by the alumni, Shifts, tandems, 
forward passes, all were run off with lightning speed, and in the last half 
Hlammond ran up two touchdowns and kicked both goals, completely out- 
classing Westover. 

On Wednesday following the game, the whole school assembled in the 
school auditorium to witness the awarding of letters to the victorious foot- 
ball men. And nobody was more surprised, and agreeably so, than Tommy 
Conroy when Coach Jennison announced:

T LAST the time for the big gridiron game of the season was at hand, 
Thanksgiving, the day when the two local schools, Eastern and West- 
ern, fought out their annual clash for supremacy. It was especially 

more interesting this year because each team had gone through the season 
without defeat, meeting the best teams of the state and therefore the winner 
was to carry away the state championship title. | 

Promptly at 2:30 o'clock, after each team had gone through a little pre- 
liminary warming up practice, they lined up for the kick-off. Captain Jacks 
of the Eastern team won the toss and chose to kick off to Western, who were 
defending the north goal. The ball lay tilted on its end; on either side of it 
along their forty-yard line Eastern was lined up, waiting impatiently for the 
shrill sound of the referee’s whistle, which would start the game. A wintry 
gale was blowing in their faces, stinging and lashing, but what cared they, 
was not the greatest interscholastic athletic honor of the state at stake? 

At last they caught the voice of the official, "Are you ready Eastern? 
Are you ready Western?" followed by a shrill whistle. Captain Jacks swung 
his toe into the tilted pig-skin and the "Turkey Battle” was on. It was a 
sturdy kick. The ball leaped onward, upward, end over end like a bird. 
Eastern was tearing madly down the field, ready to down the Western man 
who received it in his tracks. — As they neared their opponents' thirty-yard 
line, Sammy, Eastern's peppery little quarter, looked for the ball, and, to his 
dismay, found that the wind had buffeted it about and instead of advancing 
had come down almost at the chalk-mark from which it was kicked; they had 
over-run the ball and before they could regain the lost ground a Western man 
scooped it up and with a clean field crossed the undefended Eastern goal for 
the first touchdown of the game. "Through tlie aid of the boisterous wind 
goal was kicked. After a single minute's play the score stood, Eastern 0, 
Western 7. 

"Pretty lucky," said Eastern's captain in the way of encouragement, 
'and a better cause to fight harder." 

Eastern again elected to kick-off. This time the drive was lower and to 
more effect. Western's fullback was downed on his own five-yard line. 
They worked the ball to the middle of the field where it was lost on an inter- 
cepted pass. It was a battle royal, neither team in the first quarter could 


advance the ball farther than their opponents' thirty-yard line. 
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The first part of the second quarter was a continuation. Except for a 
few sensational runs or tackles, the game had settled into a punting match 
between the opposing fullbacks. With only a few minutes of the first half 
left, Sammy, Eastern's little quarter, nestled one of Western's punts under 
his arm on his own thirty-yard line, and with a “do or die" expression on his 
face, determined to tie the score. Following an at last perfect interference, 
he started down the field, passing chalk-mark after chalk-mark, eluding tack- 
ler after tackler. Now! only one man stood between him and the goal; 
Western's all-state quarter, one of the surest tacklers in the game. He smiled 
the expression of determination gripping harder the ball beneath his arms, 
shot a stiff arm and leaped in the air. * 5 He had done it and sat 
on the ball behind Western’s goal, waiting for the try at goal. The wind, 
which once before played havoc with Eastern, carried the ball wide of the 
goal-posts, and when the whistle blew for the half the score board registered, 
Western 7, Eastern 6. 

The coaches had very little to say between halves, knowing that their 
men were playing at their utmost. Eastern's coach advising them to play 
as much on the defensive as possible in the third quarter, so as to be strong 
for the finish, | 

The third quarter was an even match neither team being on the aggres- 
sive. When the whistle blew and the teams changed goals for the final test 
of their skill, the score still stood 7-6. 

Then Eastern loosed its full power of attack and under the skillful head- 
work of their quarter and through the encouragement of their captain, played 
as never before. Western rushed subs out to take the place of their fast tir- 
ing warriors; but the odds seemed to be in Eastern’s favor, its team was 
standing up under the final test. They worked like a machine, smashing 
away at Western's line for good gains. 

The march down the field was not unbroken, however. Three times 
Eastern failed to make their yards and the ball changed hands. But finally 
they cleaved their way to the shadow of their opponents’ goal-posts. After 
four attempts from the two-yard line, the Western line bracing and holding 
like a brick-wall, the ball went over. 

Only two more minutes to play! There was one chance for Eastern to 
win; unless they broke through and blocked Western’s punt-out the game 
was lost. Western’s center snapped the ball far behind the goal for the punt. 
Eastern's team, with crazed, irresistible force, tore through the fast-weaken- 
ing Western line. No sound of the kick was heard. When the struggling 
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mass rose to their feet, the Western fullback still held the ball. He had been 
downed before he could kick, not by the effort of any single player, but 
through the pluck of the eleven Eastern men. 

There was no need for official decision, everyone, players as well as 
spectators, knew. It was a safety scoring two points, making the score, 
Western 7, Eastern 8, 

A few seconds still remained to be played. There was the formality of 
another kick-off and a few scrimmages before the referee piped a long blast, 
as a signal that the great game was to an end. 

“As the memory of man runneth not to the contrary,” Eastern once more 
triumphed over their ancient rival and incidentally copped the state cham- 


pionship laurels.
